identified the skins. The cattle's horns 
were steucilled with his initials, but 
they were missing aad at the tannery it 
was stated that it was the first time that 
hides had ever been received there with- 
out the horns being attached. 


John B. Pichard, who has a slaughter 


house in Exeter, 
testified that he 


slaughtered a yoke of ox^n abo-Jt the 
time of the theft, and that he sent the 
skins to the Lawrence tannery, which

! and gave damaging testimony against 
Davis. He swore that he was at his 
i pal's house one evening, and that Davis 
spoke of seeing the cattle in the pas- 
ture and suggested that they go and gtt 
them. Taey drove them out onto the 
mam road to Exeter and then Davis re 
turned home aud Brown led the oxen 
to Pichard s slaughter house, arriving 
there at about 9 p. m. Mr. Pichard, he 
said, bought them and killed them that 
night. Brown testified that he* and 
Davis divided the spoils. 


Davis declined to go upon the stand 


and had no witnesses, but stated that at 
another court he would prove Williim 
Brown a liar. Judge Shale hold him 
under $1000 bonds for the April term 
of courj), and being unable to f arnish 
sureties, he went tr> jail, accompanied 
by his former companion, William 
Brown.

luxv. but failed to find anywhere that one 
military power can uae its oxvn discretion 
as to forwarding the oilieial dispatches of 
a ueutrul government tu its lepre.seijta- 
tive in a besieged country. 


Mali Service Intcrrnptnl. 


The mail service from l>elagou"Bay to 


Europe xvas continually interrupted by 
the action of British men-of-war at that 
port. The service was over txvo xveek^ 
lunger tluiu by the west coast, and there 
were lontinual rumors that that port 
would be closed nud communica^on xvith 
the outside world be entirely etlt'vff. The 
cnblu service for the Transvaal xvus abso- 
lutely cut off. 1 xx-ii's privately informed 
by the Belgian and German consuls at 
Pretoria that their official cables in code 
to their governments hail been refused by 
the censor. Tlie misrepresentations which 
had been going on before the xvar and aft- 
er il opened were of such a serious nature 
u lid would require such detailed explana- 
tion that on the (ith of November 1 filed 
a cable to the department in rude statins 
that I wished leave of absence in order t(i 
xi.sit the I'nited States-. 
I >el foith in 


this cable t h a t my vice consul had enlist- 
ed in the Boor army; that a Mr. Alter- 
bury, an American whom I bad kuoxvn 
veiy favoiubly for more ihiiu a year, 
could lake charge of the office i ^ t i l my 
retuiu. In reply to this dispati h. xvhich 
xvas forxvarded without delay. I received 
fiom the depaitnieiit a reply udviMiii; me 
t h a t my piesencc at 1'rc-toiia xvas impoi- 
taut to public intetests. 


"Ou the (itli 1 telegraphed again ac- 


knowledging the receipt of ihe cable and 
ndvisini; the department ilmt the situa- 
tion xvas not critical; that Mr. Atterbury 
xvas competent;

pier^ence in 


America xxus imporlant. 
No leply was 


received, and 1 xvired again on the llth, 
staling that no reply had been received, 
and again urged a favorable reply. No 
reply w.-H received to Ibis. On the 1-Jth 
of November I again xvired the depart- 
ment, "tilting that I could not leave with- 
out permission; that I would forfeit my 
post if the leasons xvhicli I would make 
lo the department did not prove sarisfue 
tore.

The bill also 
stated that Mr. Carnegie "valued tbe en- 
tire property at $:i5U,OOO,OOO and avowed ' 
bis ability in ordinarily prosperous times 
Io sell the property in the London market 
for £ltKU>00.000. or $500,000,000."

Carnegie has estimated that for the cur- 
rent year the net profits of tbe steel com- 
pany will reach $40.000.000, xvhile Mr. 
Frick's estimate puts the figure at $42,- 
OOO.OOO. 
These estimates, experts say. 


are exceedingly Conservative. They de- 
clare that the profits will be nearer $50,- 
000.000 thau $40,000,000 and that, to

The Demand For Steel. 
' 


The demand for steel has been so heavy 


that manufacturers xvithout any necessity 
for combining have found themselves iu 
a position to ask almost any price, it is 
pointed out. 
Mills have been worked to 


their utmost capacity, yet are mouths 
and months behind xvith their 'contracts, 
and the indications are that, the same 
conditions will prevail next year. Prices 
have gone up. but the cost of production 
has increased little. Pig iron, xvhicb a 
year ago was selling at from $10.75 to 
$12..">0, uoxv fetches from $20.25 to $25; 
billets, rails, etc.. xvhicb ranged in Feb- 
ruary. 1899. from $17.25 to $2.">. are uoxv 
quoted at from $33 io $37: finished iron 
and steel, which xvas ut from .$1.05 to 
$2.20. is ut from $2 to $2.90. and old ma- 
terial has jumped from the extremes of 
$8 arid $14 to about $17 aud |2(J. 


Steel men generally agree that a pro- 


tective tariff as far as this industry is 
concerned is an anomaly, the facilities of 
production in the United States and the 
quality and quantity of American ore be- 
ing such that not only would no one 
dream of competing against American 
manufacturers iu the home market, but 
the latter are actually able to land iron iu 
Europe at, prices cheaper than il can be 
pioduced there. 


Expert* on the Cnnyes. 


The fabulous profits which the Carne- 


gie Steel company in particular is -shown 
to be making are primarily due, experts 
say, to.its intensely progressive policy in 
the matter of machinery and the develop- 
ment of processes: also in no small meas- 
ure to tbe shrewdness of Andrew Carne- 
gie, xvho. foreseeing the era of prosperity, 
got control of the Frick Coke company 
and forced it to make ironclad contracts 
by which the Steel company is getting 
coke at about half the current rate, its 
price, like that of iron nnd steel, having;

There had been a feud of long standing

There were mutual scores to be paid off, 
and w« paid theiuv off in the coin of the 
realm. The coin of Mulberry street was 
Uiunirr, fire and sudden death (wo hud 
passed the fctaj£e of boxing glove* and did 
not speak as we passed by), and it went it 
long way. I do not mean, of course, that 
we murdered or burned up one another, 
but t lie^e; tilings were the staples of our 
daily work as police reporters, and when 
We were "out" the precinct returns re- 
ceived an extra sifting, with the result 
that many a grain of newspaper wheat 
that would otherwise have escaped WHS 
rescued from the dust bin. 


Wo had our specialties in this contest of 


wits. One was distinguished as a sleuth. 
He fed oi> detective mysteries as a cat on 
n chicken bone. He thought them out by 
day and dreamed them out by night, to 
the great exasperation of the official de- 
tectives, with whom their solution was a 
commercial, not in the least an intellec- 
tual, affair. They solved them on the plane 
of the proverbial lackiug of honor among 
thieves, by the formula, "You scratch my 
back, and I'll scratch yours." 


Another came out strong on flres. He 


knew -the history of every house in town 
that ran any risk of being burned, knew 
every fireman and could tell within $1,000, 
more or less, what was the value of the 
goods stored in any building in the dry 
gooils district and for how much they were 
insured. If he couldn't, he did anyhow, 
and his guesses oft$n came near the facts, 
as shown in the final adjustment. 
He 


sniffed a firebug from afar and knew 
without asking how much salvage there 
was in a- bale of cotton after being 2-1 
hours in the fire. He is dead, poor fellow. 
In lifo iie was fond of a joke, and in 
death the joke clung to him in » way 
wholly unforeseen. 


The firemen in the next block, with 


whom he made his headquarters when off 
duty, so that he might always be within 
hearing of the gong, wished to give some 
tangible evidence of their regard for the 
old reporter, but, being in a hurry, left it 
to the llorist. who knew him well, to 
choose tho design. He hit upon a floral 
fire badge as the proper thing, and thus it 
was that when the company of mourners 
was assembled and the funeral service in 
progress there arrived and was set upon 
the coffin, in the view of all, that triumph 
of the florist's art, a shield of white roses, 
with this legend written across, it. in red 
immortelles: ''Admit Within l?ire Lines 
Only." It was knocking, but irresistible. 
It brought down even the house of mourn- 
ing.

While all of us Lave heard in early child- 


hood of the tales of magical iuirror», in 
which Impossible heroes saw jinjxi^ible 
heroines in danger, from which £aid heroes 
proceeded u> rescue the fair maidens, yet 
such tilings have been relegated by most 
of us to the region of the imagination. We 
regard such things as being outside of the 
real world of today and belonging to the 
region of myth and fable. Yet, in spite 
of our prosaic nineteenth century, U is 
ucverthelfag* a fact chat a Washington gen- 
tleman Is the possessor of an article which 
might be classed fa appropriately belong- 
ing to the time of Aladdin and tho won- 
derful lamp. 


This strangd acquisition is a xuirror 


which came from India, and in which one 
can see the events which the future will 
bring forth. .That such 1* its power te at-* 
tested by some of the best known gentle- 
men of the city, who, for obvious reasons, 
do not wish their names to be mentioned. 


This mirror came into the possession 


first of a Washington lady who was trav- 
eling- In India, and, being interested in the 
religion of the country, took a trip to the 
famous temple of Alora, which lies in a 
rocky side of the foothills of the Himalaya 
mountains. This temple is now but a ruin 
°f jagged rocks, jutting out harshly into 
tho soft greensward that rolls smoothly 
down into the valley below. Above tower 
the vast mountains with their glittering 
caps of snow looking down on the peace- 
ful tropical scene where for agei* the fol- 
lowers of Brahma have performed their 
sacred rites. 


Tho ruins of the temple stand, open to 


the weather, and its ancient glory, which 
shone in such splendor before the Knglish 
came to India, is now diminished. 
But a 


•mall band of Brahman monks still kept 
the sacred secrets and ceremonies alive. 
Few Europeans ever penetrate this section 
of the mountains, but the Washington 
lady mounted and visited the monastery. 
While there she managed to secure posses- 
sion of one of the mirrors made by the 
monks and reputed to possess wondertul 
properties. 


The lady brought the mirror with her 


on her return to town, and at her death It 
came into the possession of Mr. Lowder- 
milk. FrornJiim it was bought by a gen- 
tleman who takes great interest in such 
matters, but who would not like the fact 
of the existence of the mirror in his house 
to be known, as it would attract thou- 
sands of seekers after the curious. After 
pay-ing quite a large sum for the glass the 
mirror was brought home and put to the 
test. 


The mirror is oval in shape, aoout a foot 


long; and is surrounded by a wooden 
frame two inches in width and painted a 
dark green. The back of the glass is coat- 
ed with asphaltuin and then covered with 
dark linen, so that the whole has the ap- 
pearance of a lustrous opal. The method 
of use is by sitting with the mirror in 
one's lap and holding the glass so that 
there it. uo reflection of other objects shin- 
ing on the surface of the glass. If the t«st 
is a success, there will appear in about a 
quarter of an hour a thin, cloudy mist, 
which will slowly float over the surface, 
and then the images of future events will 
be mirrored in the seemingly fathomless 
depth of the dark glass. 


The gentleman who owns the mirror 


has never been himself successful in see- 
ing anything, but a friend of his, a promi- 
nent judge and a thirty-third degree 
Mason, had a remarkable experience. He 
placed the mirror in his lap, and, after 
half an hour, a mist floated over tho sur- 
face; then he saw reflected in the glass a 
picture of a coffin, within which was the 
still, white face of a dead man. At first 
glanco the features seemed those of the 
gazer, but on looking closely it was seen 
that they represented exactly the brother 
of tho gentleman—a man then iu perfect 
health. In a second the picture shifted, 
and another face—that of a friend—ap- 
peared within the sides of the coffin. Tho 
gentleman in two weeks afterward lost 
his brother, and in a short while his 
friend, whose face he had also seen, passed 
to another world 


A son of the owner was one evening 


looking into the mirror, when ho saw 
within a picture of a house in flames. 
There were the servants leaping from tho 
porches, then returning to drag out the 
furniture. The glare shone around on n 
yard which the gazer recognized as that of 
his own farmhouse down the Potomac. 
By the mail two days afterward he re- 
ceived from his housekeeper an account of 
a tire which had destroyed his home, and 
the description tallied exactly with the 
picture seen in the mirror. 


Another man, a gentleman employed in 


the bureau of ethnology and well known 
as a scientist and linguist, has also seen 
many pictures in the mirror—pictures of 
events in his life which were afterward 
realized to the letter. 


By a student of occultism the following 


directions were given in a treatise on that 
subject, which dealt with tho methods em- 
ployed in making such mirrors: Tho ma- 
terials used are one glass, 6% inches by 
6}4 inches, free from flaws and concave in 
shape; a small amount of turpentine as- 
phaltum, a pint of spirits of turpentine, a 
iinall hairbrush, a box in which to case 
the mirror, and u half a yard of new cloth. 


The gloss is placed in a clean, light and 


airy room, the materials washed perfectly 
clean; then the brush and the glass are 
wiped over with turpentine. Afterward 
tho back of the glass is coated smoothly 
with n thin varnish of the asphaltum and 
left to dry, tho operation being repeated 
for the two following days. At the end ot 
that time the mirror is magnetized by 


. placing tho hands above it and slowly 


waving them to .and fro, so that the ani- 
mal magnetic force may be well absorbed 
by the asphaltum. Tho asphaltuin is tho 
best known material for absorption of tho 
aura of the human body, and this is the 
reason for its use. Tho test should be made 
also in a clean, airy chamber when alone 
and when the mind is composed, and by 
perseverance the inquirer is sure to bo re- 
warded—so say the books on magic.— 
Washington Post.

CATCHING A COBRA, 


Won Iti Victim Credit For 
Bravery In Battle. 


"It was a toothache," said the veteran, 


"that won me a reputation for daring at 
the battle of Bull Run. That was the only 
flght I was ever in where I didn't wish I 
could find a hole to crawl into. All this 
talk about coolness on the eve of battle is 
nonsense, invented by people who have 
never been there or old soldiers whose 
tongues get away with their memories. 
Our men and officers were as brave as any 
in the war and made good records, but 
they all had the ague and longed for sick 
leave just about the time the bullets be- 
gan to fly. But I had the toothache for 
two days before that battle, and if there is 
an aggravation on earth that will make a 
man want to bat his best friend iu the 
face that is it. 


"On the night before the flght I did not 


sleep a wink. The old tooth got to jump- 
Ing like a goat, and I couldn't have suf- 
fered more from an amputated leg. I was 
also furiously mad. I felt that I'd either 
got to bolt for the-rear in search of relief 
or encourage some rebel to put a ball 
through my head. 


"We'd been waiting in battle line for an 


hour, and the boys had grown white and 
were all choked up. I had been entirely 
occupied with the old tooth, and the first 
thing I knew the flght was on.

A Delicate and Uauifcroun Operation 


Inter«»tiucl>- Dencribed. 


The cobra is passionately fond of music 


and is no mean critic thereof. As a rule, 
it only hears the bagpipe, but if there be 
any instrument which it loves more than 
another it is the violin. It is this amiable 
weakness that sometimes renders it a posi- 
tive danger to the musical householder iu 
India. By a reciprocity of causation this 
love of music in the cobra works for its 
own destruction. For if tt cobra takes up 
its ubode In the neighborhood of a dwell- 
ing house it is customary^ to send for a 
couple of professional snake charmers. 
One of them strikes up a tune near the 
phtco where the cobra is supposed to be. 


Xo matter what the creature may be 


doing at the time, even if it be out visit- 
ing, so to speak, at some neighboring 
house, it is soon attracted by the music. 
It emerges slowly from its hiding place 
aud strikes up an attitude in front of the 
player. There it is kept engaged with the 
music till the other man gradually creeps 
behind with a handful of fine dust. At a 
convenient moment, when the cobra is 
standing motionless, this man suddenly 
throws the dust over the head and eyes of 
the snake. 


Immediately the cobra falls its 
full 


length upon the ground—for one brief sec- 
ond, but that second is enough. Like a 
lightning flash—nay, with one and the 
same motion with which he cast the dust 
—he seizes the prostrate cobra by the neck 
just below the heed. In fierce anger the 
snake winds and winds its body round the 
arm of its captor, but to no purpose. 
It 


cannot turn its head to bite. If it bo de- 
sirable to extract the fangs at once, the 
captor presses his thumb on the throat of 
the cobra and thus compels it to opon its 
mouth; then the fangs are drawn with a 
pair of pinchers. If, however, the operator 
desires to keep the snake intact for the 
present, the late musician offers his aid 
and, forcibly unwinding the coils, places 
the body of the cobra in a basket, all but 
the head (which is still held by the other 
man), 
and presses down the lid to prevent 


the cobra from wriggling out. Theu sud- 
denly the captor thrusts the head in and 
bangs down tho lid. 


In the above description two men uref 


needed to capture the snake, but a very 
expert charmer may do the i'eat single 
handed, though it is highly dangerous. 
This is the method employed: While play- 
ing with one hand he throws the dust 
sideways with tho other and captures the 
snake with that hand. 
Of couise tho 


whole action is like a lightning flash, and 
half a .second's delay or the merest bun- 
gling either in throwing the dust or in 
catching tho snako at tho proper place 
may prove fatal to the operator.—World 
Wide Magazine.

"Yes," he says, "I can giv« you any- 


thing you want in the line indicated by 
the sign in my window. What I liaven'i 
got in stock I can secure from an estab- 
lishment in Union square. I keep on 
hiind, hoWf ver, all kinds of marked cards 
JIIH! loaded dice. I have cards that are so 
«su«ily read by their backs that » child can 
tell what the other fellow holds. And, 
again, 1 have 'em fixed so cleverly and 
intricjtu-ly tliac it will take a week's do** 
study for H luaii to bo able to read them 
by their backs. I have ordinary, everyday 
playing cards doctored up to tho queen's 
t.Ule, and I have special pocks that are 
printed with the markings in them. And 
the low price at which I sell them places 
them easily within the reach of all. 


"As for dice, I have bets that will throw 


any number desired. I can sell a man a 
double set, which he can manipulate to 
suit himself. One set conies low. The 
other comes high. The purchaser can al- 
low his antagonists to use the low set, 
•while he uses the other. Of course, he ha-J 
to be very handy at palming or substitut- 
ing to make the scheme work. It all rests 
•with the man who buys. I guarantee my 
dice. 


"Then, again, I have dice that are abso- 


lutely square and fair. They are trans- 
parent, and any one can tell at a glzuice 
that they are not loaded. I may say, how- 
ever, that there is not much of a demand 
for this kind. Men who deal In my goods 
are usually looking for a shade tho best of 
the bargain, and the loaded article is what 
they ask for. The transparent dice are 
made of celluloid and are absolutely the 
only dice that can be depended on nowa- 
days. 
'' Crooked faro layouts or roulette wheels 


I do not keep iu stock, but I can get theuj 
on short notice from a man who keeps a 
place in Union square. Ho is an expert 
and is doing a rushing business both herd 
and in other cities. He fills orders from 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Boston and tho 
southern cities and also sells to shrewd 
men in Europe- His goods are also guar- 
anteed and are not at all difficult to ma- 
nipulate when tho secret is known. 


'•Illegal? Well, yes, I suppose so, when 


you come down to cases, but I never have 
been molested. Of course I do not use my 
own goods. I merely sell them and do 
not ask to what use they are to be put. 
Somebody will mark cards and load dice 
as long as gambling exists. I am merely 
catering to a want."—New York Herald.

moved, and the conclusion was reached 
that a person might even practice economy 
in eating by merely blindfolding the e.,-es 
and substituting lard, pork and l«ef JV.r 
butter, turkey and veiiisuii. while si the j 
further precaution was taken to close the 
nose, a very weak solution of quinine 
would pass for good coffeu and vine-gar for 
the most costly wine. 
• The experiments which led to these con- 
clusions were carried on by Professor G. 
T. W. Patrick of the University of Iowa, 
who communicated some of the results of 
his work to the American Psychological 
society. Professor Patrick was enabled to 
attain great accuracy in his work- by the 
fact that one of the persons he experiment- 
ed, upon was an auosiuic—that is, abso- 
lutely devoid of the sense of smell. 
He 


was enabled thus to determine which sen- 
sations were thos« of taste aud which were 
smell. He experimented also on normal 
gubjects, nud some of the results were sur- 
prising. 


There are only four simple taste sensa- 


tions—namely, sweet, bitter, sour and 
suit. It is said by some that there ure 
only two, sweet and bitter. All other sen- 
sations which are commonly called tastes 
ore complex results of sensation of smell, 
touch, temperature and eight. The means 
by which we distinguish almost all of our 
common foods and drinks is not the sense 
of taste so much as It is the senses of smell, 
touch and sight and temperature. AH the 
line differences by which we distinguish 
the various fruits, meats and drinks de- 
pend not upon taste at all, but upon these 
other senses. Pure sensations of taste add 
hardly more than a certain emotional ele- 
ment to the complex sensations.—Detroit 
Free Press

How Emery In Quarried. 


Emery comes from the island of Naxos, 


in the eastern Mediterranean, whence it 
has l>een exported for the last two centuries 
or more. 
The beds are in tho northeast 


of tho island. There are about 300 men 
engaged in the trade, all of whom have to 
bo married before they are admitted to tho 
fraternity. 
The material is much too 


hard to bo dug out ore von blasted. Great 
fires are lighted around the blocks till tho 
natural cracks expand with the heat, and 
levers are then inserted to pry them apart. 
This system is continued until the blocks 
are reduced in size to musses of a cubic 
foot or less, and they are then shipped as 
if they were coal. There are said to be 
20,000,000 tons yet available at Naxos, 
and the last reported year's export was 
8,950 tons. It is one of the hardest sub- 
stances known.—Ironmongery.

tially demolished in order that Prince of 
Wales island, or Penang, then newly 
founded, might increase in importance. 
When tho Kast India company arrived at 
that decision, it was arranged that Malac- 
ca should be abandoned and that the staff, 
stores and population should be removed 
to Penang. Orders were sent out in 1805 
to demolish the fort, and tho intention of 
the Penang authorities was "to gradually 
sransfer to Prince of Wales island the 
trade and capital of Malacca together with 
the most valuable part of the population." 
For a time, however, Penang did not re- 
alize the expectations formed of it and 
was accordingly reduced, for Malacca ap- 
peared to be doomed to excel Penang, but 
at the present moment Malacca can well 
be said to be in ruins—"the fallen city of 
the east," as it Were, while Penang is one 
ot the most important trade emporiums 
of the east.
